TROTSKY DECLINES TO 
SIGN PEACE PACT 


Minister Asserts, However, 
That War is Ended, Country 
No Longer a Factor 


Amsterdam, Feb. 11.—The Rus- 
sian Bolsheviki government has defi- 
nitely withdrawn from the war, ord- 
ering complete demobilization of 
Russian forces on all fronts, 
reported here today. 

Dispatches received from Brest- 
Litovsk declared that Leon Trotsky ! 
Bolsheviki foreign minister, while re- 
fusing to sign a formal peace pact, 
asserted that “the war with the cen- 
tral powers is ended.” 

While minor factions con-

Washington, Feb. 11:—The peace 
pact signed between Germany and the 
rich grain country-—Ukrainia—makes 
the situation of Rumania, already un- 
der severe German pressure, the most 
critical of the war.

Dean Sarah Louise Arnold confined 
her address to the importance of food 
conservation, It is a patriotic duty,, 
of every person in the United States, 
she declared to conserve food. Her 
talk was brief but very much to the 
point and emphasized the fact that 
everybody is needed to help win this 
war, if it is to be won by the Allies.

Everett Colby added considerably- 
to the force of his address by intro- 
ducing a pleasing, but fitting ‘strain 
of humor, first asking his audience to 
stand in order that he might be sure 
that he could “move” them, and de- 
claring at the outset of his address 
that he is out after the sealp of “Bigs” 
tin.”

We eat too much 'sugar, he said, 
the average American using 90 
pounds a year whereas not more than 
40 is needed. More meat, cereals, 
sugar and flour are needed in Eng- 
land and France, he said. Recently 
30,000 cattle have been killed in Eng- 
land and the people deprived of the 
milk, because the meat was needed 
for the soldiers and there was not 
sufficient grain to meet the needs: sof 
farmers. “We must eat more ‘beans 
and peas and other meat substitutes,” 
he said, “and share our food more 
freely with the men who are fighting 
over there to save our nation ‘from 
the horrible suffering France and 
Belgium have experienced. 

Girls Made Orderlies 

In mentioning the wonderful work 
women are doing he stated that in 
England and France the women hava 
taken the places of the men in nearly 
every walk of life, but hundreds of 
unfortunate girls in Belgium and 
Northern France have fallen into the 
hands of Germans and have been 
made orderlies for the German. offi- 
cers.
